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SPECIAL SESSIONS AND INDICTMENTS, 



(2)— CITY OF CORK. 

SESSION opened at the Guild Hall in the County of the City of Cork, the fourteenth day of 
March 1822; continued by daily adjournment (Sundays excepted) until the twenty-ninth day of 
March 182a ; adjourned on that day to the first day of April, and continued by adjournment to the 
third day of April, on which day the Court was adjourned to Wednesday the seventeenth day of 
April 1 822, and continued by daily adjournment to the twentieth day of April, on whicli day the 
Court adjourned to Monday the twenty-ninth day of April, and on that day was adjourned to the 
seventh day of May 1822, from which day the Court was adjourned by daily adjournment to the 
eleventh day of May, and on that day was adjourned to the twentieth day of May, on that day to 
the twenty-first, and on the twenty-first to the twenty-second day of May, to which day no person 
was committed for any offence; on the twenty-second day of May the Court adjourned to the seven- 
teenth day of June 1822, on that day the Court adjourned to the nineteenth day of June, and on 
that day to the twenty-fourth day of June, and on the twenty-fourth day of June to the twenty- 
fifth, and on the twenty-fifth to the twenty-sixth day of June 1822; on which day John Lewis, 
James Keating, Thomas Fitz Gerald, John Green, Jeremiah Collins, Bryan Sweeny, Timothy 
Sullivan, Michael Collins, John O’Callaghan, Maurice Joyce, John Flyn, Edward Hollis,’ Jeremiah 
Leary otherwise Daly, and John Murphy, were tried at the Guild Hall aforesaid, before Serjeant 
Lloyd, the Recorder, and bench of. magistrates, for being idle and disorderly persons, and were all 
acquitted; and on such trial no jury was empannelled ; no other person whatever was committed for 
trial at the aforesaid session.
